These are respectively: Number * of 
fre cords in Jflleg Record Size, and ^stimated^rowth. It was the 
concensus of the Team that these should be required. The NSA 
representative thought they would be useful. The CIA representative 
felt they would be of no use. Since the Team could not come to a 

unanimous decision on this point, the Chairman indicated ^he would 
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reflect, in the report to CODIB, t - fa a t- -there would be two categories

8. The Team considered the meaning of a "logical record". 

This will be considered at the next meeting of the Team after the 
various members check their sources for the definition of this term. 

9. The Team agreed to note the general change of approach 
that has been taken at this meeting. This is that it has agreed to 
consider the r ocoiMwendod CQDIB required items as a subset of the DIA 
description items. The Team has also agreed that after it has 
recommended the list of items to CODIB and CODIB so approves, it will 

be DIA’s y to design the format of the input required under 
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the reporting system. The DIA representatives and the other 
Team members also agreed that the processing of the information 
and the maintainence of the system will be performed by DIA. 

10. The DIA member agreed to consider the various forms of 
publications and make appropriate recommendations to the Team at 
its next meeting. In addition, the Team agreed to consider at 
the next meeting what kinds of files should be included. It was 
agreed that when the appropriate actions referred to above were 
performed, the Chairman would call the next meeting.
